On Friday afternoon, Aug. 6, 1965, Charles Dillon 
“Casey” Stengel fidgeted in a wheel chair in a Roosevelt 
Hospital room, pointed a gnarled finger at the group of 
“my writers” assembled for his first press conference 
since suffering a fractured hip on J uly 25, and roared: 

“T’m still the manager of the Mets!” 

The statement exploded in response to a question 
which casually wondered whether the Ol’ Perfessor was 
being consulted about field changes taking place since 
the dramatic Page One story of his injury was flashed 
round the world. 

Casey, indeed is the “manager of the Mets.” 

The manager ... the spirit... the voice... and the 
wit of the Mets. 

And at age 75 (July 30), the vigorous defiant embodi- 
ment of the ingredients which have made the “new” 
National League team of New York the most lovable 
ragamuffins of all sportsdom. 

In the clubhouse, on the bench, in a hotel lobby or in 
a hospital room, Casey mesmerizes his players, capti- 
vates the press and delights the public. Casey Stengel 
makes news. Because he IS news. Like the consecutive 
96-hour period from last J uly 22 to July 25—-when he

the regal road to Cooperstown by manag- 
ing ten major league pennant winners and 
seven world championship teams. Nobody 
else can make or match that statement. 

And lest you forget, he’s the only man 
associated with all four major league teams 
in New York history: the Dodgers, Giants, 
Yankees and Mets. 

‘Even from a hospital bed, Casey didn’t 
lose his touch or imagination. With presi- 
dent George M. Weiss, Johnny Murphy, 
Bing Devine and Eddie Stanky—an inter- 
esting mixture of experience and youth, 
all with their history of success—Casey 
plotted new conquests. 

As his field aids this season, Casey re- 
tained old faithfuls Don Heffner and Wes 
Westrum (the latter named interim skip- 
per after Stengel’s hospitalization). 

To these he added one of his most famous 
disciples, Yogi Berra, himself destined for 
Hall of Fame residency; and Warren 
Spahn. Spahnie was subsequently sepa- 
rated from the Mets as player-pitching 
coach, his place in the cabinet taken by 
Sheriff Robinson, who was called up from 
the managerial chair in Buffalo. 

Just for the record, just look at the rec- 
ord of Charles Dillon “Casey” Stengel.

After the Mets acquired Roy McMillan from Milwaukee in a 
trade for Jay Hook and cash, May 8, 1964, their infield jelled and 
they were tougher to beat. One of the finest fielding shortstops of 
modern times, he was the National League’s starter in the 1956 
and ’57 All-Star Games. The product of Texas A. & M. is one of 
the few shortstops ever to lead the N.L. in fielding four different 
seasons as he did in 1956, ’57, ’58 and ’61. Three other times, he 
led in putouts and four times in assists. He never led in errors. 
Although not a big threat offensively, Roy has excellent bat control. 
He fanned only 18 times in a total of 416 at-bats last season.

Ron is the Mets’ first bonafide All-Star, having been voted to the 
starting lineup in last year’s classic (he singled his first time up) 
by his opposing players, the supreme accolade. Since the Mets 
bought him conditionally from the Braves’ organization two years 
ago, he has been something special, being voted Most Valuable 
Met in 1963 and ’64. He led the club in hitting both years, too. 
Ron does everything well, including making the double play. He’s 
a head-first scrapper on the baselines and only an occasional back- 
ache prevented an even better 1964. In 63, he was runnerup for 
N.L. Rookie of the Year. Hampered for most of spring training 
with a badly bruised right index finger, Ron saw action in ten games 
this season before suffering a shoulder separation on May 11 in a 
baseline collision with the Cards’ Phil Gagliano.

This little gamecock led the Mets in victories, shutouts (3) and 
complete games (11) last season. Since being drafted from the 
Pirates in the expansion selections of Oct., 1961, Al has won more 
games than any other Met pitcher. He might have done even better 
in ’64 but for lack of batting support. During one frustrating 
stretch of 86 innings, the Mets couldn’t score a run for him. Six of 
his losses were by shutout. In six other defeats, the Mets got just 
one or two runs. His most thrilling victory came on the last Friday 
of the season when he delayed the Cardinals’ pennant clinching with 
a 1-0 verdict over Bob Gibson. Al first gained attention as an athlete 
at Monroe High in Waco, Tex., where he was all-state in football 
and baseball three straight years. Later, he attended both Wiley 
and Paul Quinn Colleges in Texas. In his first season with the Mets, 
he pitched four shutouts, one a 1-hitter and made the Topps All- 
Rookie team.

William A. Shea Stadium, in its second year of operation, is a prime example of a National League 
construction program that has given birth to four ultra-modern stadia in recent years. Others (pictured 
below) are The Astrodome, Dodger Stadium and Candlestick Park. 


Shea Stadium has a seating capacity of 55,300. Its outfield contours are symmetrical, with distances 
down the left and right field foul lines being 341 feet, and the distance to dead center field being 410 feet.
